Paris test 
case on abortion

Eight doctors have gone on 
trial in Paris in a test case 
over the abortion law. Although 
they are accused of making a 
fortune by abusing the law, it 
is clear as the case progresses 
that it is the law _itself—first 
introduced in 1975—which is 
on trial. 

The case concerns the events 
at. a clinic called La Pergola 
: in a puor district of northern 
1 Paris. The police began their 
inquiry there after one of the 
doctors, horrified that an abor- 
tion had been carried out on 
a girl who was five months 
pregnant, reported the matter. 
He is himself no one of the 
eight accused. 

The two main offences of 
which the doctors are accused 
concern either carrying out 
abortions or minors or on 
women whcse pregnancy was 
further advanced than the tenth 
week.

* Barrie Keeffe's greatest hits ” 
might be the best description 
of the Shaw Theatre's double 
bill, Gotcha and Killing Time.

There is 
nothing dusty abour Mr Keeffe 
and siace these plays origiaally 
appeared a few n, ago, first 
at the Soho Poly and then in 
separate trilogies, he has pro- 
duced finer work and will pro- 
duce more.

United States nuclear physicists, 
working with colleagues in 
Canada and the Federal Republic 
of Germany, mav have ' found 
evidence of a new form of puclear 
matter that could make it neces:

As conventionally understood, 
the nucleus of the atom is made 
up from smaller particles called 
baryons, usually protors. and 
peuttûns,. Theoretical physicists 
have developed laws that predict 
the behayjour of such particles. 

Those laws may have to be re- 
vised after experiments carried 
out at the University of Cali- 
farnia's Lawrence Berkeley Lab- 
oratory, which involved dying 
the ipteractions between rraclei 
when they collide at energies 
approachins the speed of light, 
The experiments showed fast’ 
moving secondary fragments fram 
the collision that appeared to bec 
far more ready 10 collide wih 
nuclel of .other atoms tha the 
parücleş iı the primary beam 
itself.
